1. POL COUNSELOR MADE POINTS IN REFTEL PARA 2 (A-D) TO MEA 
JOINT SECRETARY (UN) KRISHNAN THIS MORNING. COUNSELOR 
STRESSED THAT WHILE USG PREPARED TO SEE SECURITY COUNCIL 
REVIEW EVIDENCE AND FACTS IN CUBAN COMPLAINT, IT WOULD BE 
SERIOUSLY CONCERNED IF SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE TURNED INTO 
SERIES OF CHARGES AGAINST US IN CONNECTION WITH CHILE COUP. 

USG HAD MADE UNEQUIVOCALLY CLEAR IT HAD ABSOLUTELY NO 
INVOLVEMENT IN RECENT CHANGE IN GOVERNMENT OF CHILE AND 
HOPED THAT THERE WAS NO DOUBT IN MIND OF SENIOR OFFICIALS 
OF THE INDIAN GOVERNMENT OF THIS FACT. POL COUNSELOR SAID 
USG WOULD BE MOST DISTURBED IF INDIAN REPRESENTATIVE ON 
SECURITY COUNCIL IN COURSE OF SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE SHOULD 
SUGGEST IN ANY WAY THAT INDIAN GOVERNMENT LENT ANY CREDENCE 
TO ALLEGATIONS TO THE CONTRARY. 

2. KRISHNAN LISTENED ATTENTIVELY, CONFIRMED THAT GOI WAS 
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AWARE OF DEBATE PLANNED FOR SEPTEMBER 17 ON CUBAN COMPLAINT, 
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BUT MADE ABSOLUTELY NO COMMENT ON SUBSTANCE OF ISSUE. 
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
